For  wator  supply  purposes  the  Urban  District  falls  into  throo 

soctions 

Ludworth,  Ilollor  aod  Marplc* 

1.  Ludworth  is  suppliod  with  wator  obtainod  fro::  local  gathering  ground  springs 
and  stored  in  throe  open  typo  reservoirs,  Fo  treatment  other  than 
chlorination  and  storage  is  given  to  this  supply ->  The  woaknoss  of  this 
supply  lies  in  the  fluctuation  of  the  springs  which  arc  rapidly  affoctod 

by  drought  conditions  and  also  lack  of  filtration  to  prevent  undesirable 
substances  entering  the  supply  pipes#,  Fron  time  to  time  chemical 
analysis  has  shown  p.H.  Values  of  5.6,  to  6*0,  and  the  Analysts,  of  course, 
havo  referred  to  the  potential  dan  /or  of  Plun.be- Solvency  and  accordingly 
there  is  a  standing  instruction  tc  plumbers  in  this  part  of  the  district 
to  avoid  the  use  of  load  pipe* 

2.  In  Mcllor  the  water  is  obtainod  fron  upland  gathering  ground  springs  by 

joint  Hoadworks  in  the  ownership  of  the  Urban  District  Council  and  Chapol- 
on-lc-Frith  Rural  District  Council.  Aft or  collection  at  Harrynoor  on 

the  verge  of  the  Poak  Range,  the  supply  is  carried  in  closed  pipe-lino, 

so  far  as  Mollor  is  concornod,  to  a  covered  reservoir  within  tho  Urban 
District,  This  rosorvoir  supplios  approximately  ono-third  of  the  Mollor 
population  and  foods  a  hr o ak- pressure  reservoir  of  open  typo  at  low  level 
which  serves  tho  piped  supplies  of  the  lower  reaches.  This  supply  is 
chlorinated  noar  the  sourco  and  while  it  has  no  other  treatment,  it  is  less 
subject  to  contamination  by  solids  than  is  tho  ease  with  tho  Ludworth  supply, 
whoro  tho  gathering  grounds  are  in  close  proximity  to  the  area  served. 

3.  In  Marple  the  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  tho  Stockport  Corporation 
and  distributed  through  closed  rosorvoir  and  pipe  system,  Tho  troatmont 
of  this  water  is  carried  cut  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  at  thoir 
Headwords  . 

The  'water  supplies  aro  constant  and  there  arc  no  supplios  by  moans 
of  stand-pipes.  There  aro  estimated  tc  be  4,040  inhabited  propeirbios  in  the 
Urban  District;  406  of  which  arc  not  suppliod  from  public  sources  and  this  is 
ostinatod  to  represent  a  population  of  approximately  1,300  out  of  tho  total 
population  ostinatod  at  12,650. 

In  earlier  reports  I  havo  reported  upon  the  progress  being  made 
by  the  Council  in  securing  a  more  uniform  and  higher  standard  of  supply  throughout 
the  Urban  District,  Tho  Council  have  now  practically  conplotod  negotiations 
with  tho  Stockport  Corporation  for  a  new  agreement  of  bulk  supply  to  covor  tho 
requirements  of  Ludworth  end  part  of  Mollor  and  they  havo  also  proparod  a 
dotailod  scheme  through  their  Engineer,  Tho  particulars  of  this  scheno 

are  now  boing  considered  by  a  Consultant  engaged  by  the  Council  with  a  view  to 
submitting  a  detailed  scheme  to  tho  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  earliest  possible 
opportunity* 


In  brief  tho  proposals  include  for  tho  abandonment  cf  tho  local 
gathering  grounds  in  Ludworth,  the"  covering  of  certain  of  the  open  typo 
reservoirs  in  Ludworth  and  Mollor,  prolonging  tho  lifo  of  tho  Harrynoor  works 
on  the  Mollor  supply  by  decreasing  tho  number  of  consumers  and  bringing  tho 
remaining  consumers,  to- pother  with  thwso  of  Ludvcrth#  uni  or  the  Stockport  water 
supply  conditions,
